Stock Worth «0 Seized 


Illegally From Shaw, 
in Raid, Court Rales 


An order has been signed by Judge 


Robert E. Mattingly on the prohibition 
•unit of the United States revenue ser- 
vice lor return of $5,000 worth of wltis- 
kies and other intoxicating beverages, 
the property of Prank Shaw, taken by 
lie prohibition officers when Shaw's 
place at 1223 New York avenue north- 
west was raided last Fall. The stock 
consists of 575 quarts of choice pre- 
Volstead stock. 


Shaw was charged" with, selling and 


possession in violation of tho national 
prohibition lav/. He was tried some' 
time ago by a jury before Judge Rob- 
ert Hardison and acquitted of 
the 


•jharge of selling. The charge oC il- 
Jegal possession has not been tried. 


Following the acquitta 1 Attorney 


William.E. Leahy began proceedings 
for the recovery 
oC the confiscated 


stock. Mr. Leahy submitted copious 
authorities upholding his contention 
that th'e Shaw- premises had been un- 
lawfully raided on a search warrant 
that was void on. its face, in that it 
did not comply with the requirement of 


• the law governing the issuance of a 


search warrant by specifically and par- 
ti ulariy describing the promises to be 
marched and the things to be seized.

In one district in St. Louis the establishment of a playground 


.was followed by a 75 per cent reduction in the number of 


,.. juvenile court cases. The manager of a light company in 


Duluth reported a 37 per cent decrease in the breakage of 
street electric lights on a Hallowe'en when the city held a 
municipal program, as compared with the preceding year when 
there had been only private and individual celebrating. 


In St. Paul, 75 boys, saved from the reformatory and from 


repeating their offenses, owed their happy fortune to the ac- 


- -tivities of playground directors. Yakima, Wash., reports a 


decrease of 50 per cent in its child delinquency since the com- 
ing of playgrounds. 
Newark, N. J., has a recreation hall in
